Proprietress of Tobacco Stand 
at City Hall Takes Man’s 
Word That $1 Bill Is $5. 


The tobacco and candy stand 


concession in the city hall rotunda 
is operated by Mr. and Mrs. E. 
Forhsee of 4253W Evans avenue, 
both of whom are blind, but who, 
by reason of their compensating 
acute sense of touch, mixed with 
average human sympathy, are en- 
abled to carry on the business of 
selling merchandise and making 
change as though, to a degree, they 
were in possession of sight. 

At least, to the hundreds of city 
hall employes, many of whom daily 
make purchases of fruit, sweets, 
soda water or tobacco at the stand, 
their affliction is hardly percebtible. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. For- 
shee was waiting on trade, being on 
duty alone’ in the absence of her 
husband, who was ill at home. She 
had served a negro janitor with a 
glass of milk, when a man, bare- 
headed and in shirt sleeves, came 
to the counter and called for a 15- 
cent purchase of tobacco, Then he 
tendered a bill—a $1 bill. 

“How much is it?” inquired the 
blind woman. 

“A five,”’ responded the custom- 
er, who received his purchase and 
$4.85 in change, and walked rapid- 
ly down the hall. The transaction, 
however, was observed. by the ne- 
gro janitor, who reported it to the 
chief janitor, after which the fraud 
was confirmed. The witness then 
made the round of offices in the 
building, but failed to find the cus- 
tomer. 

“But I know him—by the voice,’ 
asserted the blind woman. 

This morning an employe of the 
Recorder’s office appeared at the 
cigar stand with $4 gathered by his 
fellow-employes among them- 
selves. A few minutes later, May- 
or Kiel’s secretary apeared with 
another $4, from the Mayor's 
staff. Mrs. Forshee refused the 
second offering and it was redivid- 
ed among the donors. 


700-FOOT BROADCASTING 
TOWER PLANNED FOR CHICAGO 


It Is to Surmount Temple of Agri- 
culture, Which Is to Contain 
«Immense Convention Hall.

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—A world’s 
temple to agriculture, including a 
broadcasting tower rivaling the 
Kiffel Tower in. Paris, a conven- 
tion hall of 20,000 seats and a ho- 
tel of 3500 rooms, the whole to cost 
$30,000,000, is planned for Chicago 
by a group headed by Frank O. 
Lowden, former Governor of IIli- 
nois. The structure to be erected 
here would be known as the 
American Agricultural Society 
Building. 

According to plans’ the building 
would be the center of farm activi- 
ties in America such as was urged 
in recent resolutions adopted by 
delegates to the American Farm 
Bureau Federation convention. As- 
sociated with Lowden are William 
Wrigley Jr., Robert M. Stewart, 
Lawrence Whiting and others, 

Financing of the project is as- 
sured, according to Whiting, whose 
company financed the American 
Furniture Mart Building, recently 
completed here. 

The proposed building would be 
constructed over the IMinois Cen- 
tral and New York Central switch- 
ing tracks. Tentative plans call for 
a 7C0-foot tower section of mason- 
ry and steel, surmounted by a few 
hundred feet’of open steel tower. 
The building would cover five 
acres,

“That in many cases defendants 
escape, as a result of perjured tes- 
timony and manufactured alibis, is 
known to all who have had expe- 
rience in the criminal courts, and 
this sort of testimony is not pro- 
duced in the case of the unfor- 
tunate offender who has little or 
not money and no influence.” 

As to possible remedies, Judge 
Grimm said some might advise 
that all the lawyers be killed, or 
that all the politicians be similarly 
dealt with, but that this would be 
too sweeping a measure, since 
there were honorable lawyers and 
worthy politicians. 


“The first and most important 
thing, in my opinion,”’ Judge 
Grimm continued, “is to bring an 
accuséd person to trial as speedily 
as possible, and the wealthier and 
more influential and powerful the 
offender is, the sooner should his 
case be brought to trial. Even if 
the dockets are crowded, ‘tt would 
be much better to advance such 
cases on: the docket, because ‘the 
delays are not nearly so dangerous 
in the case of accused persons who 
have neither wealth nor influence. 
In England a person charged with 
crime is brought to trial within 
two or three weeks after his in- 
dictment and arrest. If he is con- 
victed and appeals, his appeal is 
heard within a month or so, and if 
a case is sent back for a new trial, 
which occurs very rarely, the sec- 
ond trial is had within twee or 
three months after)the indictment.

WIFE-OF COMPOSER 
DIES OF POISONING 


Mrs. Dorothy Stotheart Suc- 
cumbs After Kneeling Before 
Husband After Quarrel.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Mrs. 
Dorothy Stotheart, 25 years old, 
wife of Herbert Stotheart, com- 
peser of musical comedies, died this 
morning of poison in her apart- 
ment in the exclusive Pomander 
Walk colony under. circumstances 
prompting a paqlice’ investigation. 
Officials could not say definitely 
the nature of the poison which 
killed her and why she took it. 

Stotheart told the police his wife 
came into the living room of their 
apartment at 3 a.m. He was at the 
piano working on a composition. 
She knelt before him, he said, after 
first Kneeling in front of an empty 
chair. He tried first aid measures 
after calling an ambulance, but she 
did not respond. 

A physician the husband. called 
also tried resuscitative measures, 
but Mrs. Stotheart died quickly and 
apparently without pain. 

Stotheart said his wife was a 
high-strung woman without cause 
for-worry. He is a handsome man 
and, While admitting frankly that 
he did not believe he had given his 
wife real cause for jealousy, he 
added that other women had been 
attracted to him despite his wishes. 

“Rose Marie” a Success, 

Stotheart has had many suc- 
cesses on Broadway, the most re- 
cent and most. successful being 
“Rose Marie.’’ 

Stotheart told the police he had | 
gone to the theater alone last. night | 
to study some catchy music. His 
temperament, he said, demanded 
that he be alone on. such excur- 
sions,

his wife just before 11 
they went to a motion 
picture show. It bored them and 
they left. In the lobby of the pic- 
ture theater they quarreled, “noth- 
ing serious, just one of the tiny 
things that often come up in mar- 
ried life,”’ he said.

bric-a-brac were stolen 

He was charged with second de- 
cree burglary and larceny and re- 
ceiving stolen property. The Court 
instructed the jury that if Scholl- 
meyer was found guilty on the first 
two counts he should be found not 
cuilty on the third. The jury de- 
liberated an hour and five minutes

Testimony of Doctor. 

Testifying as to Schollmeyer’s 
mental and emotional makeup Dr. 
William Nelson, director of the 
Psychiatric Clinic, told the’ Court 
and jury today that the defendant 
has the mind of a 12-year-old boy 
and that he is “markedly defec- 
tive’ and a “feeble-minded indi- 
vidual.”’ 

Dr. Nelson, in reply to a hypo- 
thetical question on cross-examina- 
tion, said he believed Schollmeyer 
was incapable mentally of profit- 
ing by his experience. The fact that 
he continued in his conflicts with 
the law, after he had been arrested 
several times and indicted, showed 
his incapability of recording and 
correlating his experiences to his 
future profit, Dr. Nelson said. 


“Markedly Defective.” 

Ir. Nelson prefaced his testimony 
by stating that he was appearing 
neither for defense or State, but 
on the request of the Court. Dur- 
ing a discussion which followed it 
developed that John Collins, coun- 
sel for Schollmeyer, had requested 
Judge Hamilton to order a psychi- 
atric examination of his client. 
The request was made by the Court 
of Dr. Nelson, who appeared to 
testify in pursuance to the request. 
Apparently Dr. Nelson was testify- 
ing during the presentation of the 
defense only because his findings 
happened to be favorable to the 
| defense. The witness said a search- 
examination of Schollmeyer, 
who is 31 years old, showed that 
the defendant was “markedly de- 
fective’ and not up to normal. 

“Examination of his life from 
childhood showed that he was al- 
wavs irresponsible,” Dr. Nelson 
said. “te wae raised in a good en- 
vironment and had the opportunity 
to gain an education. His brothers 
took advantage of these opportu- 
nities, but Schollmeyer faile@ io do 
so.” 

Dr. Nelson said he found Scholl- 
yer was not able to distinguish 
between right and 
wrong or to determine with cer- 
tainty his duties to God, the State 
and his neighbor. He placed his 
average mental age at 12 years, ex- 
plaining that viewed from some as- 
fnects he was older than 12 men- 
tally, while from other angles he 
was younger.

IBANEZ NOT GOING | 
TO SPAIN TO FEED 
‘FAMISHED SHARKS’ | 


Author Laughs at Madrid Edict 
Calling Him Before a 
Military Judge.

MADRID, Dec. 16.—Vicente 
Blasco Ibanez, the Spanish author, 
who recently, from Paris, has been 
attacking the King and the Gov- 
ernment of Spain in pamphlets 
scattered in various parts of Spain 
by airplanes, has been summoned 
to appear before a military judge 
in Madrid to answer charges made 
against him. 

The official bulletin, dated Dec. 
13, céntains the following edict: 

“Vicente Blasco Ibanez, lately 
domiciled in Valencia, is heréby 
summoned to appear within 15 days 
from the publication of the edict 
before a military judge, whose of- 
ficial residence is Calle Goya, No. 
36, for the purpose of giving testi- 
mony regarding the case which 
Captain of the Cavalry Joaquin 
Martinez Friera is investigating, 
dealing with the seizure of a pam- 
phiet, written in Spanish and en- 
titled, ‘A Nation Seized; the MIili- 
taristic Terror in Spain.’ ’’ 

Ibanez at present is in France.

PARIS, Dec. 16.—Vicente Blas- 
co Ibanez, Spanish author, laughed 
heartily when informed of the edict 
just published in Madrid summon- 
ing him to appear before a mili- 
tary judge in the Spanish capital.

URGES ABSENT VOTERS’ LAW 


Missouri Society of Washington 
Starts Campaign for Measure. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A 
campaign which is expected _ to 
reach every member of the Mis- 
souri State Legislature urging sup- 
port of an absentee voters’ law, 
granting suffrage to Missourians 
living in Washington was started 
last night by the Missouri Society. 
Representative Cleveland A. New- 
ton, president of the society, inti- 
mated that there were a thousand 
Federal employes in Washington | 
who were legal residents of Mis- 
sourl. Newton read a letter from 
Attorney-General Barrett stating 
that a constitutional amendment 
passed two years ago “authorized 
and directed’’ the Legislature to 
enact an absentee voters’ law, but. 
that nothing had been done. 

Newton urged the members of 
the society td write to their Sen- 
ators and Representatives explain- 
ing the need of such a law.

That morning, as 
we started from Bering Island for 
Paramushiru, far off on the hort- 
zon we saw our faithful friend, the 
Haida, speeding towards us. She 
was coming to our rescue in case 
an¥® unpleasantness arose as a re- 
sult of our emergency stop with the 
bolsheviks. That was the last time 
we saw the Haida until we had 
completed our trip around the 
world. As we flew westward to- 
ward the ice-capped mountains and 
volcanoes of the Siberian mainland 
the thoughts’of all of us were of 
the Haida and the Elder. We knew 
that if we succeeded in reaching 
our goal success would be due in no 
small degree to our enthusiastic 
friends on the coast guard cutter 
and little bureau of fisheries boat 
that were now specks on Bering Sea 
far behind us. 

“It was an ideal spring morning 
that we approached the Gulf of 
Kronotski, Cape Shipunski, and the 
rountains of Kamchatka. We cov- 
ered the flight of 160 miles over the 
water in just two hours’ flying time. 
At 9:30 a. m. on May 17 we looked 
down and saw a cape jutting out 
into the ocean directly under us.

\ CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—The train- 
setwice wage question in connec- 
tio with a nation-wide wage 
movement started in the fall of 1923 
was settled yesterday on virtually 
the last standard railroad, the Chi- 
cago & Atlon.

Connecticut Votes on Senatorship.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec" 16.— 
Connecticut voters went to the polls

B. Brandegee. The candidates ane 
Lieutenant-Governor Hiram Bing- 
ham, Republican, who also is Gov- 
ernor-elect, and Hamilton Holt,

_ Apologies for Threat to Egypt. 

In effect, Chamberlain apologized 
for the threat to cut off the Nile 
water supply from Egypt, saying 
“nobody but a fool would think we 
proposed to starve Egypt by thirst.” 
He added that an impartial for- 
eigner would be chairman of the 
board to investigate the irrigation 
problem. 

He also admitted the ultimatum 
was sent in a hurry and more time 
might have caused use of different 
language. MacDonald admitted the 
British case was good, but deplored 
the methods being used. 

Debate on the letter, alleged to 
be signed by Gregory Zinovieff, 
head of the Third Internationale, 
urging revolution in England, fol- 
lowed. This letter was one of the 
causes for defeat of Labor at the 
polls, but even more important than 
the discussion of it was the Foreign 
Secretary's statement that trade 
with Russia was not enough to lead 
to attempts to negotiate a new 
treaty or resume diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

Evidence of Authenticity.

History of Claims, 

The French spollation claims are 
founded on depredations committed 
against American commerce by the 
French prior to July 31, 1801. To 
understand their inception, it is 
necessary to go back to the aid 
given by France to the United 
States during the War of Independ- 
ence. In return for this assistance, 
the states guaranteed to France her 
possessions in America and gave 
her the exclusive right, among for- 
eign nations, of using our ports for 
her ships of war and privateers 
and such prizes as they might 
bring in. The pledges of the two 
nations were exchanged in formal] 
treaties, one in 1778 and the other 
in 1782. 

When, however, France and 
Great Britain subsequently went to 
war, the infant nation chose to ig- 
nore its treaty obligation. The ties 
of common interest between tho 
United States and Great Britain had 
by this time reasserted themseives 
and there was no national senti- 
ment in favor of making good the 
perpetual guarantee we had given 
France to protect her interests in 
America. Instead, the United 
States entered into the Jay treaty 
with England, whereby we granted 
to that country exactly the same 
port privilege which had been ex- 
clusively given to France 16 years 
earlier.

HOW TO JUDGE 
A FABRIC 


EN purchasing a textile fab- 


ric it is mecessary to know 
something about what constitutes 
good value in a given material, 
points out the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The fi- 
ber should be examined with re- 
spect to its properties and quali- 
ties, and then the fabric itself 
should be scrutinized. 

Good fiber and good yarn may 
be spoiled by poor construction of 
the fabric. The plain “over and 
under” weave of equal yarns is 
perhaps the most durable, although 
some twills are very satisfactory. 
However, these are less artistic 
than many variations, and the 
manufacturer is often tempted to 
sacrifice durability to beauty, or in 
some cases merely to fashion. 

A few of the common weakness- 
es of fabrics due to construction 
are as follows: Very fine yarns are 
woven over very heavy ones, and 
these soon wear through. Long 
yarns (floats) are passed over too 
many yarns and are easily caught 
and torn. Patterns made by 
bleaching out portions of a dark 
background often result in weak- 
ened places, which quickly wear
